The Chicago Medical 
Society, however, has adopted a table which is 
intended to guide rather than to govern members 
in making charges for services rendered under 
ordinary conditions: These figures will afford an 
idea of what reductions the Dwyer bill would 
make in some cases.

A finger or a toe can be cut o 
as cheap as $15, though in some cases 
this costs #50. The minimum fee for

5100 apiece. The amputation of a shoulder any. 
where from $200 to $1,000. The exsection of 
joints range in price from $25 for small ones to 
$500 for large ones. The reduction and dressing 
of a fracture ranges from $25 to $500. The re- 
duction and dressing of a dislocation runs up in 
some cases to 6500. There are many other oper- 
ations the fees for which would be operated on 
by the Dwyer bill, as follows; Intra cronial 
opera 00 to $1,000; nephrectomy, $300 
to $1,000; extirpation of thyroid giand, 
$300 to 00; cataract operation, $200 
to $1,000. The Chicago Gynecological Society 
has prepared a fee table in which the lowest fig- 
ure named for any operation is $100. The mini- 
mum fee runs up to $500 and the maximum to 
$1,000. One physician said his lowest fee for 
removing a casserion ganglion was $5,000. The 
follow opinions are given of,the bill: 

Dr. J. B. Murphy, surgeon—It woald be the 
same as limiting the wages of labor. The doc- 
tors work is labor. Labor is my capital. If the 
bill is passed it will have no effect whatever, as 
the law cannot compei a man to labor for a sti 
ulated price. The bill is simply idiotic. It pro 
ably originated in the mind of some man who 
values others by his own gauge. As shown by his 
bili he is just above mediocrity. The author of 
this measure, I presume, looks upon one opera: 
tion the same as another, whether it is the re- 
moval of a corn orofa casserion ganglion. Al- 
most everx surgeon in Chicago does 20 per cent 
of his work for nothing. In my own case, for in- 
stance, I never get up at night for anybody ex- 
cept the County Hospital, which work I do for 
nothing. The bill also is bad in that it puts all 
men on the same level. i 

Dr. J. E. Cotburn, oculist and aurist—The bill 
is absurd on its face. A man cannot afford to de- 
vote years of rience to acquiring efficiency 
and then be tidd up as to what he shall receive 
for his labor. There is no hardship 
wrought u the public by doctors’ prices, be- 
cause the cha are tempe to fit the person 
treated. This bill would lower the whole med- 
ical tone. 2 

Dr. James M. Patton, physician—This bill 
leaves out of consideration the charity work of 
all physicians, and does not permit them to make 
charges sufficient to return them an adequate 
compensation on the whole.

SENATE FAILS TO PASS SUFFRAGE BILL, 


Mr. Coon Will Bring Up the Matter for 
Another Vote Tod ir. 

Sprincrieip, III., Feb, 14.—In the Senate 
today the Coon bill granting suffrage to 
women in township elections occasioned con- 
siderable discussion and when the vote was 
tuken for its passage only twenty-three could 
be mustered for it, while the opposition 
numbered thirteen votes. The votes it re- 
ceived were not a sufficient number to pass it 
and Senator Coon gave notice that he would 
move a reconsideration of the vote tomorrow. 

When the measure first came up Senator 
Green said it was a matter of great surprise 
that the bill had been sent to the Committee 
on Judicial Department and favorably recom- 
mended for passage by it. He said the bill 
was of such a character that it should have 
been sent to the Committee on Elections. He 
then entered a motion that the bill be referred 
to the Committee on Eiections. In doing so 
he said the bill ignored counties not under 
township organizations, and he presumed 
the women in such counties desired 
suffrage fully as much asin the counties to 
which the bill applied. For this and other 
reasons he made his motion. 

Senator Humphrey then attempted a de- 
fense of the course which had been mapped 
out tor the bill by its friends by stating that 
the Committee on Judicial Department was a 
large ove and fully competent to discuss the 
measure. 

Senator Green's motion was lost by a vote 
of 10 yeas to 25 nays, and he then moved to 
strike out the enacting clause, which motion 
failed to prevail. The vote was then taken

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 14.—The Commit- 
tee on Appropriations of the Senate today 
heard Dr. Benson, Superintendent of the 
Criminal Insane Hospital at Chester, and W. 
V. Choisser, one of the Commissioners of the 
Southern Penitentiary, as to their needs for 
the appropriation for improvements and run- 
ning expenses. Dr. Benson said the Criminal 
Insane Asylum is not large enough to accom- 
modate the patients, and suggested an appro- 
priahon of something over 522.000 for the 
erection of a new building. No action was 
taken, but Chairman Dunlap said he thought 
it would be a good idea to appoint some com- 
mittee to visit the various State institutions 
to find out the exact amount necessary to ap- 
propriate. This very likely will be the courte 
of this committee in a few weeks, In the 
meantime appropriation bills of less impor- 
tance will be considered. : 

Senate Committee on Insurance 
ordered out with favorable recommendation 
Senator Ford’s valued policy bill, compeliing 
all fire insurance companies doing business 
in this State to pay the fuli amount of insur- 
ance for which the policy is issued. Senators 
Chapman and Kingsbury opposed the measure. 
Senator Evans’ bill compels foreign in- 
surance companies doing business in cities 
and townsto pay 2 per cent of their gross 
premiums toward the support of the local fire 
department. Senator Aspinwail’s bill pro- 
v for the better protection of rty 
from fire and Senator Cha pman's bill defining 
the jurisdiction of Circuit Courts in cases in- 
stituted against insurance companies were 
also recommended for passage.

THAT BILL FOR A BAD BOYS’ SCHOOL. 


Provisions of the Measure Prepared by 
Mra, J. M. Flower. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 14.—The bill intro- 
duced in the House today by Mr. Eakin to en- 
able Boards of Education to establish and 
maintain parental schools was prep by 
Mrs. J. M. Flower, the educator and a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the Uni rersity 
of Illinois. It applies only to cities having a 
population of more than 40,000. It provides 
that: 

In such cities the Board of Education shall 
have power, with the concurrence of the Council, 
to purchase the necessary grounds and erect the 
necessary buildings for a parental school, which 
shall be under the charge and control of the 
Board of Education and for which the Board of 
Education shail have power and it shall be its 
duty to provide the peng ment furniture. fixtures, 
und apparatus, employ teachers and other offi- 
cers and agents, and fix their compensation and 
prescribe the course of study and methods of dis- 
cipline. 

It is further provided, that: 

Such parental schools shall be established 
equip „and maintained for the purpose of 
affording a place for the confinement, discipline, 
anck instrucuon of boys of school age who shall 
be found guilty in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided of habitual truancy or of persistent vigla- 
tion of the rules of the public schools or who 
may be committed thereto upon the petition of 
my ve parents or guardians as hereinafter pro- 
vided, 

Boys of school age guilty of habitual tru- 
ancy are to be committed to this school by an 
order of the County Court upon the petition 
of the truant officer or attorney of the Board 
of Education; or they may be committed 
upon the petitior of the parent or guardian. 
Every boy so co nitted shail remain in such 
school until he urcives at the age of 15 years 
or is duly discharged. Clothing is to be fur- 
nished by the parent or guariian. The Board 
of Education is empowered to make alt neces- 
sa:y regulations.

CONTRAOT LET FOR THE NORTHWEST- 
BRT ELEVATED IRON WORK. 


It Is to Be in Operation by Januars, 1897 
Bie Profits by the American Biscuit 
Company—Surplus Now About $1,350,- 
000—Lack of Organization Among Lake 
Street Bondholders Plays Inte the 
Hands of the Stockholder - Firm Mar- 
kot. 

The contract for the construction of the 
iron work of the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road was let yesterday for nearly $1,500,- 
000. The Union Bridge company of New 
York takes the contract and sublets a por- 
tion of it to the Elmira Bridge company of 
New York. The Columbian Construction 
company has the contract for the complete 
building of the roud, and it is through that 
company that all the work is being done, It 
is the Columbian Construction company that 
let the contracts for the superstructure yes- 
terday. Those contracts call for a four-track 
structure from the intersection of Wilson and 
Evanston avénue, which is the present north- 
ern terminus of the road, to Chicago avenue, 
and a two-track structure from Chicago ave- 
nue to a connection with the Lake Street ter- 
minal, The plans of the Metropolitap Ele- 
vated are directly reversed in this case, the 
four-track portion being laid on that 
portion of the line the farthest from the 
down-town district, The theory is that 
it is necessary to run slowly down-town any way. 
and the speed will be made on the outlying por- 
tions of the line. The road is about seven miles 
in length and the contracts call for it to be com- 
pleted before the expiration of 1896. In speak- 
ing of the contracts yesterday an officer of the 
company said they bad been let at an exceedingly 
low figure and that it meant the Northwestern 
EKievated railroaa would be bonded for a sur- 
prisingly small amount—an amount far less than 
the other elevated roads. The mortgage secur- 
ing the bonds authorizes an issue of $15,000,000, 
but only such an amount will be issued as is neo- 
essary. The structure will be much lighter than 
any of the roads so far erected, because it has 
been decided to use electricity as a motive power 
from the start, . — all the other structures 
were planned originally for steam motive power. 

The annual meeting of the American Biscuit 
company was held yesterday.

NEED OF THE LIGENSED BROKERAGE | 


LAW FOR ILLINOIS. 


Many Firms Cannot Secare All the Indem- 
nity They Desire Without Going Out- 
side the State or Patronizing Under- 
ground Companies=<Ceavenience of 
Amendment te the Law<Iowa Alliance 
Goveraing Committee Decides on a 
Rating Schedule—Indiana’s Pooling Bill, 

The passage of the bill licensing brokers to 
do business in IIlinois for companies having 
no agencies in the United States, which is 
now before the Legislature, must meet with 
the approval of the large business-men of the 

State. As the law now is no agent or broker 

is allowed to represent a company which is 

not admitted to do business in Illinois. This 


| works all right with such concerns as can se- 


cure all the insurance they desire to carry, 
but there are many firms which exhaust the 
insurance obtainable in Illinois and still need 


more, They are put to the necessity of go mg 


out of the State to get surplus lines written, 
or of patronizing underground com panies. 
The new law, if passed, will permit brokers 
to take out a license on payment of $200 for 
writing this sort of business. When an appli- 
cation is received for insurance the person 80 
applying will be required to make affidavit he 
has applied for insurance to a number of 
companies, naming the companies to which 
he has applied, and that he has been refused. 
The licensed broker may then write this busi- 
nese on giving proper guarantee that loss oc- 
curring under the policy will be settled 
promptly, and on paying to the State 5 per 
cent of the premium received. 

There are many concerns in Chicago and 
some in other portions of the State which can- 
not get all the insurance they should carry. A 
big house, when stocks are heavy, will ex- 
haust all the available insurance. The com- 
panies in writing policies attach the 80 per 
cent coinsurance clause requiring the firm to 
take out insurance to the amount of 80 per 


cent of the goods in stock, or failing to do 


this to carry that amount of insurance itself, 
On a stock of $1,000,000, under the coin- 
surance clause, a firm would be compelled to 
carry $800,000 insurance. Com panies limit 
their liability in varymg amounts of from 
$5,000 to $50,000. Inu giving a policy to 
every company writing in Chicago a firm, 
perhaps, would get only $500,000, and that 
would mean the fitm in the eveat of a totai 
loss would lose not only the 20 per cent above 
the 80 per cent required, but would lose in 
addition the $800,000 which it is compeiled 
to carry itself through the working of the co- 
insurance clause, 

There are a number of foreign companies 
which have no general agencies in the United 
States which notwithstanding would be glad 
to write this business. In passing the li- 
censed brokerage law the State would reap a 
considerable harvest, and merchants would 
receive an advantage in being able to do this 
business at home. It is estimated there ts 
millions of dollars in insurance which cannot 
be secured now in the State, and an estimate 
put upon the amount of premiums which 
would be received upon this business is $200.- 
000. That would give to the State $10,000 
each year. It is reported Weed & Kennedy, 
the insurance brokerage firm of New York, 
having headquarters at No. 50 Pine street, 
are thinking seriously of coming to Chicago. 
If this law is passed this firm undoubtedly 
will open an office here. They represent. 
among other companies, the Aachen and 
Munich, the Netherlands, the Svea of Sweden, 
the Heivetia of Switzerland, the Kent of 
England, and the Quebec. 


COMMITTEE COMPLETES ITS LABORS, 


Iowa Alliance Goveraing Body Agrees 
Upon a Rating Schedule. 

The Governing committee of the Iowa Alli- 
ance completed its labors yesterday and ad- 
journed. The next meeting of the committee 
will be held in Des Moines March 14. David 
Beveridge, who is in charge of the rating 
bureau of the alliance in that State, com- 
pleted his report on the towns which have 
been rerated. At the close of his report there 
was a lengthy discussion on the schedule 
which will be put into effect in future rating 
in Iowa. He was asked as to what schedule 
he preterred and he said he would prefer a 
combination of several schedules, the Gov- 
erning committee decided to leave the matter 
of rating to him. He will adopt certain feat- 
ures of the universal schedules, other features 
of the Iowa schedule, and will sandwich in 
with these certain features of his own.

ARMENIA OF PITTSBURG IN NEW YORK,

New York, Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The Ar- 
menia Insurance company of Pittsburg again 
has decided to enter the New York insurance 
field and has placed the agency with Acker- 
man, Deyo & Hilliard, already agents for the 
North American of Boston, the Scottish 
Union and National, the American of New 
York, the Lumberman’s, and the Citizens’ of 
Pittsburg. The Armenia withdrew from New 
York several years ago during a period of 
heavy losses.

Tur Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections has reported back the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of Senators by the people. The major- 
ity report is an adverse one. Messrs. Turpie, 
Palmer, and Mitchell join ina minority re- 
port, in which they declare themselves in fa- 
vor of the amendment on the ground that the 
legislative department should be wholly 
within the control of the people, Evidently 
the Senate will not give its approval to this 
proposed change at this time, nor is it likely 
that it will do so at any future time unless 
there is a much stronger public demand there- 
for than there is now. The legislative method 
of elevtion has its defects. If the people 
elected directly Mr. Addicks would not be a 
Senatorial candidate in Delaware. If the 
people elected directly Senatorial seats would 
be filled always. There would not be three 
vacancies at one time as there were in the 
present Congress. One great incentive for 
making gerry mandered apportionments would 
be taken away. But most probably new evils, 
some of them not thought of as yet, would 
take the place of the present ones in the 
event of achange. But that is not a matter 
of so much consequence, as there is no imme- 
diate prospect of the adoption of a new sys- 
tem, 


FOUR-YEAR TERMS FOR MAYORS, 

The House Committee on Elections has re- 
ported back with an emergency clause at- 
tached the bill extending the terms of Mayors 
to four years and making them ineligible for 
immediate reélectaon. Therefore, if the bill 
passes it will apply to the city elections to be 
held month after next, and the Mayor to be 
chosen here then will hold until 1899. The 
Democrats in the House say they are in favor 
of this measure. The Republicans are for it 
also. Whether there is the same degree of 
harmony in the Senate is not apparent as yet. 

Chicago has had some Mayors whom it 
would have been a sore affliction to put up for 
four years. They were endured because it 
was possible to turn thém out in less time 
than that. But it is not likely that these ob- 
noxious Mayors would have been quite as bad 
if they had not been demoralized by the hope 
of reélection. When the Mayor knows that 
he has to get out at the end of his term he will 
not be the subservient slave of the politicians 
that he is generally under the present system. 
With this ineligibility Clause the four years 
term is not so dangerous. : 

It is possible also that when the term is 
lengthened out to four years the people will 
feel that the position of Mayor is of much 
more consequence and that more precautions 
must be taken to get a good man to fill it. It 
is a much more serious matter to intrust toa 
man the great powers exercised by the Mayor 
for four years than it is for two. 

There are some manifest advantages con- 
nected with a four years’ term. The proba- 
bilities are that during that period the same 
men will remain in office as heads of depart- 
ments. That will mean four years of service 
for the Commissioner of Public Works and 
his chiefs of bureaus. They will have time 
to learn their duties and to carry out plaas 
prepared by them. That will be true also of 
the Mayor. He wiilhave an opportunity to 
carry out some reform measure fully, instead 
of having to go out of office before he has 
completed it or has fairly begunit. The 
longer term means a rather longer tenure of 
office, even though n service rules are not 
adopted. 

But they should be. The Legislature will 
fall short of its duty if it does not make ade- 
quate provision for taking the Mayor and the 
city employés out of politics. A Mayor will 
be pulled two ways. Knowing that he cannot 
be his own successor he will not use the pa- 
tronage for his own aggrandizement. He 
will feel that his only hope of being reé!ected 
at some future period lies in making an ex- 
cellent record while in office, Butat the same 
time his party friends will be urging him to 
use his patronage and his official powers to 
elect the Congressional, legislative, or other 
candidates of his party. The Mayor should 
be freed from this last temptation as well as 
from the temptation to use the offices at his 
disposal to secure his renomination and re- 
election.

ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC DEFICIENCY. 

At Springfield, as at Washingion, a defi- 
ciency follows at the heels of a Democratic ad- 
ministration. The last General Assembly was 
a Democratic one and the Governor belonged 
to that party. When they came into power, 
succeeding Republicans, they found a large 
and comfortable surplus in the State Treas- 
ury. Democrats abhor a surplus, so the last 
General Assembly set to work to scatter this 
Republican one. It made large appropria- 
tions and a small tax levy. That disposed of 
the cash in the Treasury and at the same 
time made it possible to have a low tax levy, 
thus creating for the time the impression 
among the taxpayers that the new Democrat- 
ic administration was an economic one. 

During the last campaign the Democratic 
stump speakers had a great deal to say about 
the Democratic tax levy of 31 cents as com- 
pared with the higher ones of previous Re- 
publican administrations. The people can 
see now what that demagogical low tax levy 
eans, It means either that the present Gen- 
éral Assembly must double the rate and then 
listen to the Democrats next year howling 
about Republican extravagance,” or must 
cut the appropriations to the bone and then 
hear the Democrats uext year abusing the Re- 
publicans for “crippling the State institu- 
tions. First the Democrats get the Treasury 
into a hole and then blackguard the Repub- 
licans for whatever they may do for its relief. 

It is true that there were some unforeseen 
expenses for which the last General Assembly 
cannot be held responsible. It did not cause 
the strikes which made it necessary to call 
out the militia, nor did it burn down the 
Anna asylum. But those casualties would 
not have embarrassed the finances of the 
State. t was due to the unbusiness-like, 
wasteful course of the last General Assembly, 
eager to spend everything in sight and leav- 
ing to its successors the task of making good 
the deficiencies it was responsible for. 

It is stated that the Governor admits that 
the finances are not in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, and attributes it to the large appropria- 
tions and the low tax levy of 1893. Oft all 
that he was a part and a very important one. 
He bossed that Legislature. What it did was 
in pursuance of his suggestions. If enormous 
appropriations were made for the peniten- 
tiaries it was because he asked for them. If 
the surplus was eaten up it was because he ad- 
vised that it be done. All his extravagant 
“reform” suggestions were carried out. 
112 if he does send in a special mes- 
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he will not try to shift the responsibility from 


his shoulders to those of the last General As- 


sem bly. 

The duty of the Republicans is plain 
enough. They must make the necessary up- 
propriations for the support of the publie in- 


stitutions. That will require an increase of 


the tax levy, but the people will have to stand 
it. If they will intrust power to bad hands 
they cannot escape the consequences. If they 
hire poor workmen the job will be botched. 
But the Republicans should not listen to the 
demands which are being made for the erec- 
tion of new institutions. They must walt. 
In a short time the Republican members will 
have before them the figures which will give 
them an idea how much chey must appropri- 
ate and how much they ought to appropriate, 
and then they can go to work intelligently. 
But they must not be afraid to increase the 
tax levy if itis necessary. They did it ten 
years ago after the Democrats had played the 
same game, and the people sustained them. 


PUNISHING TRAIN ROBBERS. 
A bill was introduced in the State Senate 


| yesterday making the punishment for train 


robbery, which is becoming a popular offense, 
either death or confinement in the peniten- 
tiary for not less than ten years. The bill was 
sent from this city accompanied a peti- 
tion praying for its passage signed by all the 
Chicago bankers, express and railroad com- 
panies, and the prominent business firms. 
Many of them have suffered from the depre- 
dations of the train robbers, and they are of 
the opinion that those depredations will be 
more frequent unless those who commit them 
are deterred by the fear of being hanged if 
they are caught. 

But the great trouble is that they are caught 
so seldom, owing to the inefficiency of State 
police methods. Two years ago Tus TRIBUNE 


called on Congress to pass a law which would 


make it an offense against the United States 
to rob trains which were carrying inter-State 
freight or passengers, The reason assigned 
for this was that the arm of the General Gov- 
ernment is much longer than that of any 
State. Ifa train is robbed in Indiana or IIli- 
nois the pursuit of the offenders stops some- 
times at the county line and always at the 
State line. If the offenders get away the lo- 
cal authorities do not interest themselves to 
pursue them, They have not the money or 
the ability. But the United States will follow 
a criminal from Maine to Florida, and from 
there to Oregon, and when it has caught him 
its courts will deal with him more severely 
than State courts would be likely to. 

There is a bill pending in Congress now to 
carry out the suggestions of Tun TI UR, 
but it will not pass at this session. Therefore 
there is every reason why the bill introduced 
at Springfield yesterday should become a law. 
No one can say that the penalties are too severe. 
The train robver gees at his work ready to 
commit any number of murders if necessary. 
He does not hesitate to throw a train off the 
track and kill a hundred people if he thinks 
that will help him to carry out his plans. If 
the express messenger will give up without 
resistance what money he has, his life will be 
spared, but if he tries to defend the property 
of his employers the robber will kill him 
without hesitation. -So let the jury hang the 
robber if it sees fit to do so, 

But as the malefactor has to be caught 
before he can be hanged, and as the General 
Government can do better police work than any 
State, the passage of this law at. Springfield 
will not do away with. the necessity for Con- 
gressional legislation, which it may be possi- 
ble to secure next year, especially if train 
robbers continue to be as bold in their opera- 
tions as they have been for the last few months. 
But in the meantime let us have this State 
law, and see what effect it will have. The 
business-men of this State and the traveling 
public are entitled to the completest protec- 
tion against robbery and murder that the 
General Assem nie can give them.

THE CARPERS IN CONGRESS. 

The ten days allowed for choosing to issue 
gold bonds at 3 per cent interest instead of 
„coin“ bonds at 3% per cent are passing 
away. They will expire next Monday, yet 
practically nothing is being done to take ad- 
vantage of that feature of the agreement be- 
tween President Cleveland and the bankers’ 
syndicate. Both in the Senate and in the 
House the point has been made that the bond 
sale will net a big profit to the parties taking 
them from the government, but the gentle- 
men who seem to think it a shame the Jew- 
ish bankers should reap a profit of 8 per 
cent out of the transaction are not anxious to 
save the more than sixteen millions of dollars 
which the people must pay needlessly if the 
Secretary of the Treasury be not specifically 
authorized to put the word gold on the 
face of the bonds, The free silver faction in 
the Senate affects to ridicule the idea that the 
credit of the United States has been in 
danger aud has offered bills providing tor un- 
limited coinage. None of the members of 
that faction ean expect that the bill or any 
other free silver measure will become a 
law at this session, but they hope to be able 
to prevent action that would minimize the 
cost of the bonds to the people who will have 
to redeem them, and some of the friends of 
sound money are doubting that the effect of a 
gold bond would be to discredit all our oid 
securities, while holding that the administra- 
tion has not made as good a bargain as was 
possible, 

The provision in the contract that the syn- 
dicate taking the bonds under the contract of 
Feb. 8 shall have the first option upon any 
other bonds it may. be desired to offer before 
next October is cited as a reason for opposing 
the passage of a joint resolution authorizing 
the issue of gold bonds. That feature of the 
contract is open to objection. The wisdom of 
making such a stipulation may well be doubt- 
ed. But it will be cited as justifying a nega- 
tive vote by few who would not have voted 
against the resolution in the absence of that 
clause. Simply the fellows who wish to force 
the country to a free silver, monometallic 
basis are gladly seizing upon every pretext 
they can find for opposing any measure 
which would tend to prevent the consumma- 
tion of their hopes. 

These silver cranks will be justly held re- 
sponsible for that or any other undesirable 
feature of the agreement. Their. refusal to 
join with the honest money men in Congress 
to authorize formally the borrowing of as 
much gold money as might be found neces- 
sary to maintain the parity of the currency 
and the honor of the Nation forced President 
Cleveland to act. He was confrdnted by the 
alternative of a destruction of the parity by 
the speedy disappearance of thé last gold 
piece in the Treasury reserve or deciding to 
arrange to borrow money without waiting for 
Congress to adjourn. It was an emergency, 
and he must be credited with having done the 
best that at the time seemed possible under 
the circumstances. He is not to be blamed 
if he felt that he wasactingat a disad vantage, 
and therefore had to accept terms somewhat 
less favorable than those he could have in- 
sisted on had Congress done its duty in the 
matter. 

It is much to be regretted that President 
Cleveland was forced into such a position, 
but it was a thousand times better he should 
act as he did thanfor him to lean back 
supinely and allege he was powerless to avert 


the threatened disaster. None but the most

A WARNING TO BANK DIRECTORS, 

Two years ago the Indianapolis National 
Bank was discovered to have been gutted by 
some of its officers, The President is serving 
a term now in State’s prison for his part in 
the wrecking of the concern. Among the de- 
positors was the International Typographical 
Union. As the assets of the bank were not 
sufficient to pay a tithe of its debts, the union 
began suit against some of the directors who 
had signed reports about the condition of the 
bank which were untrue, It is alleged on be- 
half of the creditor that it was induced to de- 
posit with the bank by reason of these un- 
truthful represenfations, which had attached 
to them the names of men of standing. 

Judge Baker of the United States Court has 
given a decision sustaining the suit and hold- 
ing that the directors in question are liable. 
He says: | 

The money was obtained as the direct or indi- 
rect result of the false and fraudujent representa- 
tions of the defendant. It would be a matter of 
just reproach if the law were so impotent as to 
afford no redress toa party who had been de- 
prived of his money or property by false and 
fraudulent representations. Neither the law nor 
the obligations of their office made it any part of 
their duty to utter and publish false and fraudu- 
lent statements in regard to the bank's condition. 
The directors have used their official stations to 
enable them to perpetrate a fraud on the plaint- 
iffs entirely outside of the scope of their duties. 
It could in no event become a part of their duties 
to procure money to be depositedin the bank by 
fraudulent representations. 

The Judge says this is a new case in a Fed- 
eral Court, but that he is sure the rule he has 
laid down upholds honesty. It does, and his 
decision, if sustained by the higher courts, as 
it should be, will tend to make bank directors 
more careful, In this instance, as in many 
others, directors put their names to published 
statements of the condition of the bank which 
were untrue. Whether they did or did not 
know that those statements were untrue 
makes no difference so far as their responsi- 
bility is concerned. They voluntarily came 
forward as guarantors and indorsers of those 
statements. They lent the credit of their 
names. They gave people to understand that 
these institutions were solvent, when the con- 
trary was the case. When the assets of the 
bank were insufficient their estates should be 
divided among the depositors who were mis- 
led by them. 

Judge Baker says: I do not believe that 
bank officers may make lying statements and 
escape unscathed, It is not the bank as con- 
templated under the law that is to be 
blamed; it is the officials who make the false 
representations. This is sound doctrine. If 
a director chooses to affix his name to a state- 
ment without verifying its accuracy, and 
people trust him and are deceived, he ought 
to pay for his act. Judge Baker's law is ex- 
cellent and should be ppheld. 


THE AFFAIRS OF THE LATE STATE 
TREASURER, * 

While the State ioses nothing through its 

late Treasurer, owing solely as it appears to 


the fact that his bondsmen made no effort to 


evade their obligations, but made good their 
bond promptly ata loss to themselves, the ex- 
tent of which is not ascertained as yet, the 
people of Illinois will not begratified to learn 
how deceived they were in the person fo whom 
they intrusted the custody of the public 
moneys a little over two years ago. 

Prior to these recent disclosures Mr. Ram- 
say's reputation was unimpeached, He was 
popular among Republicans as well as among 
Democrats. It was generally supposed that 
he was a sake man. It is alleged now that 
he was hard up when elected, and that the 
first thing he did after he was in office was to 
begin borrowing the funds of the State. Only 
eight days after he was sworn in he borrowed 
$25,000 and gave his due bill for it. 

What has happened illustrates the wisdom 
of having banks or bankers us bondsmen. It 
is quite probable that if the bondsmen in this 
case had belonged to the class of men who 
have gone on the bonds of Treasurers in some 
other States Illinois would have been a heavy 
loser. The result, doubtless, will be that the 
persons connected with banking institutions, 
who go on the bonds of future State Treasurers, 
will protect themselves by keeping such a 
watch over all the moneys of the State wher- 
ever they may be deposited that it will be im- 
possible for a State Treasurer to help himself 
to a cent without the knowledge and consent 
of the representative of the bondsmen. 

There is no necessity for the State todo 
anything further to protect itself. It has 
been shown that good bondsmen will be suffi- 
cient. But there is one thing the General As- 
sembly should do and that is a little investi- 
gating. It is stated in one of the dispatches 
that some of the State officers were heavy bor- 
rowers from Mr. Ram@hy, but that they paid 
back promptly when the state of his affairs 
was made known. Who were these State 
officers who borrowed from the State Treas- 
urer? How much did they borrow and what 
security did they give? Then after it has 
been discovered who these officers are they 
might be interrogated as to what they thought 
of the propriety of borrowing money which 
they ought to have known came out of the 
funds of the State. 


SLOP FEEDING OF CATTLE. 

In the Senate at Springfield Mr. Morrison 
has introduced a resolution to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the subject of slop feed- 
ing to animals in this State. The resolution 
was offered on request by several associa- 
tions of ladies in Chicago, who believe that 
such feeding is contrary to the public health 
and spreads contagious and infectious dis- 
eases among domestic animals as well as 
human beings, and that the illness among 
so many Chicago children last fall was in 
part due to the consumption of milk from 
slop-fed cattle. 

It hardly needs to spend much time or 
money in trying to find out if there is any 
feeding of distillery slops to cattle in II- 
linois. The fact is notorious, and the only 
question in that particular is as to the extent 
to which such feeding iscarriedon. But there 
is another point which it is highly desirable 
should be settled beyond reasonable doubt 
for the future, and that is the character of 
such slop feeding as affecting the health of 
those who use the milk given by cows fed on 
distillery slops and eat the meat cut from the 
carcasses of animals which have been fattened 
on the swill. The point has been raised 
many times, but hardly can be said to have 
been settled, though ordinances in and 
other cities were passed by men who ved 
such feeding to be detrimental to the 
health of human beings. The swill stables 
have been visited and written up by reporters, 
the terribly filthy conditions described, and 
the diseased appearance of the animals com- 
mented on. But the distillery people are un- 
derstood to insist that the objectionable feat- 
ures reported are not necessarily due to slop 
feeding, and that the distillery slops are good, 
healthful food for animals, They affeet to 
hold that lack of exercise is responsibie for 
want of health among the animals and that a 
moderate supply of masticatory food along 
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without their host in supposing hats Nanaia 


with the awill would obviate all other valid 
objections. Of course each individual feeder 


will have it that while others may offend 


through want of attention to these essentials 
he is blameless and the product of his stables 
is all right.“ 

The value or want of value of these claims 
ought to be thoroughly investigated, so as to 
leave no room for difference of opiuion in re- 
gard to them. If it be found that slop feed- 
ing can be carried on under certain condi- 
tions without harm to the user of the product 
a regulation of the business should suffice. 
On the other hand, if it be discovered that 
slop feeding tends to deterioration of meat or 
milk, or both, so as to justify the anxiety of 
those who have prompted the investigation, 
there ought to be no more laxity. The whole 
thing should be stamped out by providing a 
heavy punishment for every person proved to 
be engaged in it. The heaith of the people 
should not be jeopardized out of deference to 
the wishes of afew men who make money 
out of the business, nor should it be permissi- 
ble to feed slops to anifhals the milk and 
meat of which are to be shipped out of the 
State. We have no right to send out, or 
allow to be sent out, to the people of other 
States and nations food that is deleterious to 
the health of those consuming it. So what- 
ever investigation there mdy be should be in 
greatest part directed to the ascertaining of 
the physiological facts in the matter. Let it 
be known if there is any real ground for the 
numerous allegations that are made in regard 
to the unwholesomeness of slop fed cattle, 
and if the facts be as claimed the State au- 
thorities should make stringent’ provisions 
for preventing any more slop feeding to ani- 
mals within the State of Illinois, 


“THE FINANCIAL MUDDLE.” 

In an articie under this heading in the 
North American Review the Hon. J. Sterling 
Morton, Secretary of Agriculture, shows the 
folly of the free silver men and of those who 
suppose the people would be advantaged by 
the issue of fiat money. He cites numerous 
authorities, from Aristotle and Xenophon 
down to the moderh economists, all ot whom 
recognized the necessity of a commodity 
value in the Medium of exchange, they ua- 
derstanding the philosophy of the statement 
that the seller of a commodity buys money as 
truly asthe buyer of the commodity sells 
money. He says the people who talk of a 
per capita circulation are generally thinking 
of a per capita distribution, but often do not 
etop to consider that im the distribution each 
person can legitimately get only so much 
money as he can honestly buy, either with a 
personal service or an exchangeable property 
or commodity. If one has none of these to 
sell which other persons desire to buy he 
will get none of the money, no matter how 
plentiful it may be, : 

The emotional fiatists who pathetically 
plead for an increased circulation as the only 
certain cure for poverty and want totally 
ignore the fact that exchangeable things are 
necessary to circulate money, and that there 
is no need of value measures when and where 
there are no values to measure. In some 
parts of the subarid regions of Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and the Dakotas there are for sale to- 
day no edible commodities, and all the gold 
coin of the earth given to the unfortunates 
who live thore, if given upon the condition 
that it shall be used only in purchasing food 
grown among themselves, could avail nothing 
in mitigating their hard¢ghips. By a parity of 
reasoning those who advocate more measures 
of value, a larger number of dollars as the in- 
fallible remedy for depressed trade, should 
now declaim in favor of a larger per capita 
circulation of peck and bushel measures, with 
more scales and yard sticks and foot iules, 
among those grainless fields and foodless 


families. It would be quite as efficacious in 


ameliorating conditions asan increased per 
capita circulation would be in improving the 
pecuniary status of those who can offer noth- 
ing exchangeable for money which the owners 
of money desire and demand. 

Nebraska was opened for settlement in 
1854. In 1856 the population was sparse 
and the area under cultivation small, but the 
pioneers thought they could get rich by means 
of “money.” They chartered six banks, 
with an aggregate circulation of more than 
$600,000, ostensibly to be circulated among 
less than 20,000 men, women, and children. 
In less than four months from the beginning 
of this experiment for banishing poverty and 
producing prosperity all the gold currency 
and its equivalents had disappeared in obe- 
dience to the law laid down by Sir Thomas 
Gresham 300 years earlier. Ia 1857 the 
whole of that money became utterly val- 
ueless as tools of exchange. 

In like manner the free coinage of silver 
which is being clamored for would drive out 
the gold. It logically leads to monometallism, 
and that one metal silver. All that we sell 
to foreigners would be paid for in silver. All 
that we buy from them would be settled for 
in gold and we must pay the premium.“ The 
self-constituted attorneys of the poor affect to 
plead for what they call the debtor classes, 
They say money has appreciated since some 
debts were contracted and therefore it is a 
bardship to have to pay what was borrowed. 
But suppose the money had been hoarded in- 
stead of loaned by its owners. Would not the 
money, thus becoming scarcer, have appre- 
ciated still more by the hoarding? Is the al 
leged ** bimetdilist ’’ then in favor of a law pro- 
viding a penalty for appreciating the pur- 
chasing power of money by hoarding money 
and not loaning it? Why should there be no 
law to prevent enhancement by this process if 
there must be a law to mitigate that enhanve- 
ment which may our by loaning money? Fre- 
quently in the early settlements of the West 
farmers loaned grain to newcomers, to be re- 
paid the next season in kind, quality, and 
quantity. Suppose such a loan to be made of 
500 bushels of corn, worth 25 cents a bushel, 
Jan. 1, 1894, to be repaid with 550 bushels 
of corn a year later, but, because of the 
drought, ete., corn sold the beginning of 
1895 at 50 cents per bushel. By a similar 
process of reasoning employed by the free 
silver men there should be a law enabling the 
debtor to pay with 550 bushels of oats worth 
only 80 cents per bushel. Would not the 
same morality, honesty, and sense of justice 
which. provide that a money debt created 
while We were on the gold basis shall be pay- 
able in depreciated dollars made of silver or 
any other commodity also provide for a pay- 
ment of oats to satisfy a corn debt, or if in 
corn then in troy weight instead of avoirdu- 
pois, or if by measure then with two pecks 
to the bushel? This is a question which even 
the most extreme free sil verite ought to be 
ashamed to answer o than in the 
affirmative. 


Tu free silver extremists have found an- 
other mare's nest with which they hope to 
confuse honest men. They have discovered 
that a law passed in 1857 fixed the values at 
which certain foreign fractional coins should 
be receivable at the Treasury of the United 
States, the postoffices, and land offices, The 
free silver men assert that this law has never 


been repealed, and that under it they can. 


bring about the coinage of silver in an in- 
direct way through the use of Mexican frac- 
tional silver, sending silver to Mexico for 
coinage, reimporting it into the United States, 
and presenting it to the Treasury, from which 
it must be sent to the mints to be into 
Uaited States coins, vt menen 
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obtain 20 cents from the Treasury in ex- 
change for a Mexican quarter, or 10 cents for 
a Mexican “real” of one-eighth of a silver 
dollar. The United States law of ‘March 3, 
1878, provides that the value of foreign 
coin as expressed in the money of account of 
the United States shall be that of the pure 
metal of such coin of standard value; and the 
values of the standard coins in circulation of 
the various nations of the world shall be esti- 
mated annually by the Director of the Mint 
and be proclaimed on the first day of Janu- 
ary by the Secretary of the Treasury.” If the 
silver extremists who hunted in the revised 
statutes for the law of 1857 had looked a lit- 
tle higher on the same page (703) they might 
have seen the language quoted above and 
spared themselves the exhibition of another 
piece of the asininity which has distinguished 
them through the greater part of their mad 
canipaign against honest money and honesty 
in men. They would understand it to be a 
losing game to pay for transportation of the 
silver to Mexico and back, and for mint 
charges in that country, only to have their sil- 


vor rated at its bullion value on rearrival in 


this country.

Lonpon, Feb. 14.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Berlin says it is not surprisiug that the 
belief prevails that the government withdrew 
the Falke from Samoa, with the view of im- 
pressing the Reichstag and the country with 
the imperative need of new cruisers, as there 
is certain to be a keen struggle over the ques- 
tion of strengthening the navy.

Catholic Church Loses a Large Bequest= 
Andrew Ortmuayer’s Will Filed.

The will of Andrew Ortmayer was ad- 
mitted to probate yesterday by Judge Kohl- 
saat. The value of the estate is piaced at 
$276,000, of which $207,000 is in personal 
property. The testator leaves as his heirs the 
widow, Maria Ortmayer, Cari G. Ortmayer, a 
son, Carrie T. Kuhlmay and Emma N. 
Phister, daughters, and Walter and Melitta 
Kulilmay, grandchildren. The testator 
leaves to the widow all the real estate, except 
one piece, and all of the personal property 
with the interest and shares in corpora- 
tion of A. Ortmayer & Son, This latter prop- 
erty is reserved asa trust fund, of which the 
son and daughters are to have one-fourth 
each and the grandchildren one-eighth each. 
As a personal bequest the daughter of Carrie 
receives $2,000 and the hospital of Barten- 
stein, Wurtemburg, the native place of the 
testator, 8500.

tee Protection to Americans in Work- 
ing Out the Scheme Egypt Wants It 
Done, England Don’t. 


Cope Whitehouse, an American explorer in 
Egypt, who bas lived there twelve years, is 
the originator of a scheme to reclaim the 
arid lands of the Nile Valley. He has been in 
the city for some weeks, and has succeeded in 
interesting a number of Chicago men in his 
plan. Mr. Whitehouse says that England in 
its greed to control Egypt ruined a great por- 
tion of the Nine Valley and starved 8,000, 
000 people to death during the four years 
preceding 1837. He says British officials are 
appointed who control absolutely every drop 
of water that passes down the Nile during the 
dry season and dictate to the people along the 
banks as to the amount of water they may 
use for irrigation or other purposes, If only 

# small portion of the surplus waters were 
saved from the overflow once a yeary every 
foot of the Nile Valley might be under culti- 
vation. Asitis but two-thirds of the area is 
cultivated. 

Many schemes of reservoir building for the 
storage of the overflow have been conceived. 
Mr. Whitehouse’ proposes to utilize a natural 
reservoir which he claims to have discovered 


and which is known as the Fayoum-Raiyan 


Depression. Itlies nine miles west of the 
Nile. in tha midst of the section where such a 
reservoir would be most desirable. This 
basin is 250 square miles in extent. Mr. 
Whitehouse owns the land and says it can be 
connected with the river by canal built on the 
plan of the Chicago Drainage Canal at a cost 
of $38,000,000, e says enough water could 
be stored here for the cultivation of every foot 
of the land in the Nile Valley. This would 
mean the addition of 1,500,000 acres to the 
productive area. He says the British Govern- 
ment sent its engineers to investigate if, and 
they, bemg jealous of an American, pro- 
nounced the plan impracticable and sub- 
mitted in its stead the plan of building a dam 
across the Nile Valley. 

Mr. Whitehouse says he has interested Chi- 
cago men in the plan, and they are waiting 
only to know if the United States Government 
will place itself on record as willing to pro- 
tect Americans in an eaterprise in that sec- 
tion where England is acting the dog in the 
manger.“ Mr. Whitehouse says the Egyptian 
Government has $10,000,000 in the treasury 
which it will spend to carry out any feasible 

— to reclaim the arid lands of the Nile 
alley. 

The following letter was addressed to Sec- 
retary Gresham recently, signed by a number 
of Chicago contractors and capitalists: 

Having for some time past given our careful 
attention to the pro drainage reser- 
voir works in Egypt and having made a careful 
study of such plans as we have been able to 
procure. we are of the opinion thatit may offer 
a favorable opportunity forthe employment of 
American capital and enterprise. 

The proposed canal, between the Nile Valley 
and the Raiyan Depression, is very similar in its 
conditions to the Chicago Drainage Canal, with 
which we have been connected. As the work of 
excavation here will be concluded at no distant 
daté, the machinery and other plant would be 
available for excavation in Egypt at so much 
less than original cost that we believe that we 
(or rather a syndicate of American contractors), 
would be able to compete on favorable terms with 
European contractors. So far as we can ju 
tiie work might be executed for something less 
than 80 per cent of the estimates submitted to 
Sir B. Baker and his colleagues of the Technical 
Commission, which met in Cairo last February, 
and, if the matter were arded sufficiently urg- 
ent, we feel justified in believing that the canal 
could be delivered to the ptian Government 
within eighteen months of its commencement. 

We beg you to inform us whether, in the pres- 
ent political condition of Egypt. an American 
enterprise would be secured against any illegal 
interference growing out of the peculiar — 
occupied by England in that country, and 
whether, if this is the case. you would communi- 
cate with our diplomatic agent and Consu!-Gen- 
eral in Cairo, and ask him to consult with the 
Minister of Public Works as to whether a tender 
from this side would meet with their favorable 
consideration. 

Mr. Whitehouse says he will goto Washing- 
ton soon and see Secretary Gresham, and if 
he is assured the protection which he claims 
as an American citizen, he will go at once to 
establish himself in the Raiyan Desert and 
camp tnere under the American flag and com- 
mence operations. He estimates the profits 
on his scheme at something like $60,000,000 
a year.

But even this 
does not suit one or two of the lines, who 
want the headquarters of the Trans-Missouri 
Association either at Chicago or Kansas City, 
but they would prefer to have the general as- 
sociation cover all the territory from Chicago 
to the Rocky Mountains. So far as Colorado- 
Utah business is concerned they are per- 
fectly willing to have that conducted from 
Denver. 

There 1s a feeling that too many conces- 
sions have already been made by the Chicago 
lines. Their anxiety to secure ce and 
harmony at almost any cost is likely to bring 
other roads not yet heard from te the front 
with still more unreasonable demands. The 
Missouri Pacific bas not yet signed the agree- 
ment. It was understood to hold out because 
the Union Pacific and other roads had not yet 
eome in, but it is feared that it, too, will ask 
special concessions before it consents to join. 
The Missouri, Kansas, and Texas is also a 
tough customer. The refusal of this road to 
join in the agreement, even if all the others 
consented, would keep all the territory south- 
west from St, Louis and south of Kansas City 
out of the association. 


CLEVELAND AGREEMENT NOTA FAILURE

Revival of Confidence as Indicated by the 
Increased Consumption of the Weed.

Attorney smith Outlines Briefly the Points 
te Be Made, but Little Headway Is 
Made lu favor of the Prisoner—Liter.

from Northwest. . , 

MrxwzaPotis, Minn., Feb, 14.—Up to the 
present time the defense in the Hayward case 
has been fighting with straws. All of one day 
has been consumed and aside from the opén- 
ing of John Day Smith practically nothing 
has been done. Nearly the whole afternoon 
was spent in the examination of a number of 
police officers, who swore there were pointed 
shoe tracks and buggy wheel marks at the 
scene of the tragedy. There was nothing 
especially significant shown in that, for the 
officers had two buggies at the scene and the 
doctor had driven one. Yet thedefense made 
much of it and showed the tracks at one point 
were where the buggy tracks turned over 
them, Mr. Erwin wishing toinfer that some 
one had stood and talked with some one in 
the buggy apd had then walked behind it. 
Then the alibi theory was begun and forty 
minutes wasted in questioning the usher at 
the Grand Opera-House over a point which 
the State will admit, that Harry was at the 
theater with Miss Bartleson the night of the 
murder. Sergt. Getchel swore he saw pointed 
shoe tracks in the road near the place where 
the body was found; that they apparently 
left the road and went into the grass at a 
point near where the body was, and then 
were merged with other tracks in the center 
of the road. About fifty feet beyond was 
where a light wheeled buggy had turned 
about and where it turned there were other 
tracks, lookmg as if there had been some 
tramping there. He also saw a buggy on 
Portland avenue and Lake street, a mile and 
a half away from tbe lake, earlier in the even- 
ing, and heard some one speak in an. excited 
voice, but he could not swear it was 
Goosman’s rig nor that it was a woman who 
was in the buggy. 
Alibi Plea Is Started. 


Lincoln Bean, R. A. Plummer, and John 
Fay, police officers, corroborated the first part 
of Getchel’s story, but said they did not think 
much of the tracks at the time. Then came 
the alibi, when Merrill Bartlett, head usher at 
the Grand Opera-House, stated that he saw 
Harry and Miss Bartelson come to the theater 
at about 8:15 o’clock. Mr. Nye did not cross- 
examine to any extent, 

Edward W. Murphy stated that he was at 
the Grand Opera-House the night of Dec. 3 
and saw Mr. Hayward there with Miss Bartel- 
son. He saw them go out when the play was 
over. Hayward appeared to take pains to 
have himeelf seen and nized. 

Ole. Thorson said he lived at the house 
where Blixt said he calied the night of the 
murder, and stated that there was a light 
burning there all night, and no one called or 
knocked that night. 

Tomorrow George Hitchcock, who took 
Blixt’s statements, will be examined in an at- 
tempt to impeach Blixt in cases where he 
stated that he did not make statements cred- 
ited to him in the shorthand report. The de- 
fense expects toshow the several contradic- 
tions pointed out in his eross-examination by 
Mr. Erwin. 

When John Day Smith arose to address the 
jury Harry faced squarely around to the 
jurors and scanned their faces as the words 
tell from the lips of his counsel. After the 
usual prefatory remarks about the jury sys- 
tem Mr. Smith called attention to a number 
of things the State had promised at the outset 
to prove and which it had not proved. It had 
not shown that Hayward had secured all of 
Miss Ging’s money, as she had a balance in 
the bank at hei death; it had not shown that 
he had gone riding with her the Weduesday 
and Saturday eveni before the murder as 
promised. Mr. Smith declared the insurance 
transactions, the acquiring of an insurable 
interest, and the waivure of the assault clause, 
of which. much had been made by the State, 
were all in the ordinary course of business 
and not in any way unusual. 


What Defense Will Prove. 


The sweat-box method of wringing so-called 
confessions from Biixt and Adry Hayward 
was denounced. The defense admitted Harry 
was a gambler and deplored the fact, but as- 
serted that he was not on trial for gambling 
but for murder, Continuing he saia: 

Gentlemen of the jury, thé mute form of 
Catherine Ging | atthe county morgue gives 
the lie to Claus A. Biixt. The evidence presented 
by the defense wiil fairly prove to you that Claus 
A. Blixt pounded woman’s head almost toa 
jelly before he fired the shot, and then only fired 

t when he thought she was not dead. When 
Blixt came on the stand ex-Mayor Eustis stepped 
up to him and shook hands with him with a 
smiling face. I could not help but think it was 
to give him character before this jury. I con- 
fess you could not have touched the blooded 
hand of the murder for a large sum of money. 
Such actions as those of Biixt 
a travesty. ere is another i 
with whom we are confronted 
who is peculiarin many respects. We will show 
you that he has led a shiftiess life. He was in- 
volved iu this case at the beginning, and was put 
through the sweat process” and showed the 
proverbial jealousy of the elder brother. You 
will remember that in the beginning of his testi- 
mony he looked with pity on his brother and 
said: 1 do not blame him for mak the best 
defense he can. You will remember how, later, 
when his mother was sitting yonder, he told of a 
quarrel he had with her and other members of 
the family. He was a peculiar man in many ro- 
spects, and had a diathesis from which he could 
not separate himself. There have been experts 
here both for the State and the defense, and they 
will be examined on that point. There have been 
no less than six members of the family confined 
in the asylum because they were insane. Wo 
claim that Harry is much more sane than his 
brother Adry. 

Now, you will doubtless want to know what is 
the theory of the defense. Gentlemen, we have 
no theory. Theories have hung many a man. 
You must be convinced of the guilt of the de- 
fendant beyond a reasonable doubt. We will 
also establish a complete alibi for Harry Hay- 
ward at the time he was said to have been at the 
Kenwood boulevard giving Blixt directions. We 
shall bring out some of the testimony which has 
lain in the County-Attorney’s office, and shall 
show that there was a suspicious character in the 
city about whom the County-Attorney was told, 
but he did not use the informa We expect 
to compel the bloody clothes found on the shores 
of Lake Calhoun to be brought into court. The 
defendant will take the stand in bis own behalf. 
and ‘’s all there is this case. 
Harry Haywardcomes into this court confronted 
by the testimony ofa brother whose heart is 
filled with deadly enmity and Blixt, who with 
perjured tongue has sought to conceal and 
shield his real confederate. All we ask is 
the sunlight of God’s truth shall be let in on 
this most remarkable case. 

John Walsh, keeper of the morgue, was 
the first witness, and he described the inci- 
dents connected with the bringing of Miss 
Ging’s body tothe morgue. — Con- 
neliy Jr., an undertaker, was called and pro- 
duced the clothing which had been turned 
over to him by Walsh, It re much 
to the astonishment and itdigna of Mr.

SERVANT GIRL PROBLEM A PERPLEX- 
ING ONE TO SOLVE. 


in the Place of the Autocrat of the 
Kitchen and Treats Her as She Would 
Be Treated Then the Millennium win 
Hasten Its (omipg=Other Matters of 
Interest to Women. 


The all-absorbing query is: The Servant 
Girl Problem: How may it be solved?” By 
the institution of training schools for do- 
mestics? By reliable regietration bureaus? 
By study classes for housewives? By better 
adjustment of wages? By more considera- 
tion on the part of the mistress? Indeed, is 
there a possible solution?“ 

In Chicago the cry against domestics is the 
same old, old story. Their scarcity, their in- 
efficiency, their increasing demand for priv- 
ileges, conspire td make a sorrowful sym- 
pbony of Ge which every American house- 
wife rehearses at regular intervals to a coterie 
of sympathizing, long-suffering friends. 

The satisfactory solution, for mistress and 
maid, is ‘forthcoming. From time to time, 
however, there arises a woman who has ad- 
mirable ideas on the perplexmg problem. 
Mrs. Marion Foster Washburne, for instance, 
advocates a complete change in the attitude 
not only of the maid but the mistress as well, 
For Tun Trisunz she has prepared the sub- 
joined statement of her views: 

It would seem that the labor agitation, the sift 
ing of social questions, the reiterated declara- 
tion of the “inalienable rights of man, must 
sooner or later penetrate to the kitchen and in- 
volve in its unrest the time-honored relations of 
mistress and maid. In fact, it bas already begun 
to do so, and the result has boen so far an in- 
crease of difficulties. It is harder now than ever 
to obtain good help, in spite of the scarcity of 
money. Even when women do enter domestic 
service, driven there by the pressure of necessity, 
they do so gru ingly and have not the least in- 
tention of mak t their life work. Conse- 
quentiy the maid is restless and eager fora 
change, hoping that each new place may give 
her Bieber wages and less work. It makes the 
mistress skeptical of the utility of any effort 
toward the establishment of otber than a merely 
business relation between herself and the kaleido- 
scopic ménage. It prevents the growth of a 
* united and affectionate family such as, in 
the millennium, every four walls of a house may 
contain. 

The revival of practical Christianity, so oddly 
progressing among women ay, seems to stop 
short of the kitchen, and neither charity nor re- 
ligion begins at home. Many a woman works 
for the poor, visits among them, and reads up 
for classes on sociology, who fails to remember 
that the poor are not only at her doors, but 
within them. Many a woman glibly professes 
herself a believer in the doctrine of brotherly 
love, who never,thinks of considering her serv- 
ants as creatures with souls and brains, both in 
need of love and attention. A friend of mine, for 
instance, who isan ardent Christian Scientist, 
declaring all men to be divine and the divine in 
them to be all of them. everything else being an 
“ error of mortal mind,” and who, moreover, be- 
lieves that to recognize this appearance of evil 
in another is to confirm it—a woman who con- 
siders herself healed of a mortal disease by her 
recognition of this truth—nevertheiess refused to 
vote this last fall because her coachman could 
vote, too!

It might be

changed, if we could have training schools for 
domestic servants as for nurses, and if a com- 

lete system of scientific division of labor could 

agreed upon. There no doubt would be many 
advantages in such a plan. The mistress would 
not have such heavy demands upon her time, her 
lifting and giving power, but would concentrate 
herself more upon her family and such outside 
work as she chose to assume. On the other 
hand, the maid would not be obliged to limit 
her filial duties to the sending home of a portion 
of her wages. But in the meanwhile what is to 
be done? Restlessness and discontent are spread- 
ing. Flats and family hotels, boarding-houses, 
and rooms for light housekeeping are increasing, 
while a girl who stays five years in one place ig a 
marvel, and the mistress who does notsend a sick 
cook to the hospital regards herself andis re- 
garded as a saint. In the changes that are com- 
ing cannot anything of the old family ideal be 
preserved? 

It.is evident that if the beauties of this ideal 
are to be preserved they will have to consent to 
bloom in a somewhat different atmosphere. In 
the first place, there will have to be a certain 
mutual recognition of equality. It must 5 
vided for by any mistress who would do her duty 
today, as it must be practically recognized by so- 
ciety before ite difficulties can hope to be solved. 

Sach recognition involves many practical 
changes in the old relation of the domestic em- 
ployer and employed, but if the spirit be right, 
if there be a “wholesome desire to treat one’s 
servants as one would wish to be treated were 
the situation reversed, I cannot but think that 
much good would result. Meanwhile it may be 
that many others are, like me, in the position of 
eceing what is wrong, of knowing the direction 
in which one must move to get out of 
tho wrong, and yet greatly puzzled to 
know. exactly where to begin to break 
through tho thick and N crust of conventional 
usage into @ life with a higher sky and a wider 
horizon. To this end we need concerted effort, a 
taking counsel together, and articies relat to 
woman's work such as Tue TRIBUNS is publish- 
ing. must be beneticial. We cannot cease from 
well-doing because we are wéary or discouraged, 
or because the results do not scem adequate. 

In a word, let us remember the golden 
rule does not omit the kitchen from its field of 
operation.

Delicious Dainties Served by Miss Bul- 
lard at the Cooking Lessons.

It went to 
show how a woman left suddenly minus a 
cook might, by understanding the chafing- 
dish, scramble eggs for her husband’s break- 
fast. And in the evening she could, if neces- 
sary, prepare chicken in several different 
ways to add to his tea, thus keeping the wolf 
from the door; and, better still, bar discord 
from the family hearth by doing away with 
possible discussions us to the best way to run 
the kitchen range. 

Blanket of chicken, chicken Ala Newberg, 
chicken & la terrapin, and chicken of a variety 
not named but good to taste, were evolved 
from two principal ingredients—cut chicken 
and white suuce. The principai differences 
were arrived at through the condiments added 
to the oream fauce. For the sauce one table- 
spoonful of flour was rubbed into half the 
same quantity of hot butter and into that was 
turned, one-third at a time, a pint of cream, 
added a pinch of salt, and for balnket of 
chicken, a tablespoonful of parsley, chopped 
fine.

When the chicken 
was heated through two eggs, slightly beaten, 
were added and the whole was stirred for a 
few moments, then turned into a dish, and 
passed around to taste.

Some Exceptions. 

The prosecution says that counsel for the

OHEAP PIANO SOHEME, 


Bay Up Worn-Onut Instruments, Doctor 
Them, Change the Stencil, Marks, and 
Seli Them for First-Class Goods=Such 
a Piano Lasts Only a Few Days Thea 
It Ie Out of Tue and Shows Its A8 
Swindier Has Filed When the Purchaser 
Goes to Complain. 

Local dealers in musical instruments heard 
from an old but undesirable acquaintance for 
the first time in months when they read the 


following notice in the current number of the 


Music Trade Review: 
LOOK OUT FOR HIM. 

William Cooper is wanted in Boston and other 

assachusetts cities for attempting to dupe resi- 
dents with a piano swindling scheme. He is 
about 60 yeers of age. | 

Cooper is said to be one of 
sharpers who carried on a bold game here in 
Chicago for years to the detriment of legiti- 
mate dealers and the financial injury of inno- 
cent customers, There are a few of these 
sharpers still operating in this city, but owing 
to the energetic action of reputable firms in 
prosecuting the swindie in the courts the ma- 
jority of the offenders have been driven out 
of town and are now seeking victims in East- 
ern cities—Washington, Boston. and Phila- 
delphia being their favorite fields at present. 

Hundreds of worn-out pianos yearly are 
taken by Chicago firms in part payments for 
new instruments ata valuation of from $50 
to $100. These second-hand pianos are of 
no real use and dealers dislike to sell them 
unless there is a full understanding of the con- 
ditions. The majority of them are disposed 
of for less than the value placed on them in 
making the trade for the new instrument, 
and the average selling price is not over 
$50. These are the kind of pianos the sharp- 
ers trafficin. A decrepit piano is bought, and 
for an outlay of $10, fixed up so it will hold 
its good looks and tone fora few days. If it 
is of some out-of-date make the name is 
erased and an imitation of some well-known 
trade-mark stenciled in. 

He Looks Swell and Is Gitb. 

This done the sharper puts an advertise- 
ment in the daily papers, reading something 
like this: 

Gentleman who has lost his position must dis- 
pose of an elegant upright piano at a sacrifice. 

ade by —— and cost $600 three months ago. 
Will seil for $200 cash, as I must have money at 
once. Apply at private residence, No. —— Michi- 
gan boulevard. 

Frequently the advertisement is varied by 
including bicycles, sewing machines, and 
shotguns that have been picked up in the 
same way and have just about as much real 
worth as the worn-out piano. These ad- 
vertisements are answered mainly by women 
who are on the hunt for bargains, and as tho 
sharper is always a swell-lookmg man and 
very glib of tongue, and his rooms 
are furnished finely in other respects 
it is not difficult for him to make 
a sale, As anything over 570 will 
give tne sharper a profit, no offer of more 
than that is refused, provided he is satisfied 
it is all the customer will pay. Many of 
these worthless instruments advertised in this 
way at $200 are sold at $150, and the pur- 
chaser fondly imagines at the time she has 
done a very smart thing in making the 
seller dispose of the “$600” piano 
for $50 less than he wanted to take. 
Large as the margin of profit is the 
sharper would not be satisfied to handle one 
piano at a time, so he has a number of rooms 
in various parts of the city where the sale of 
these worn-out pianos constantly is carried 
on. One day he will be at the Michigan 
boulevard place and the next at his equaliy 
weil-furnished rooms on another § street. 
There is one thing he always makgs it a point 
to do, and that is get into the best possible 
residence district, as first-class surroundings 
have a great effect on the bargain hunters, 


„ Never Gets the Money Back. 


Should any of the people who answer the 
advertisement express doubt as to the genu- 
ineness or cost of the piano, the sharper 
brings out a bill of sale on the printed bill- 
head of some unknown or fictitious firm. 
This bill is generally dated three months back 
and states that— ——- (giving name 
the sharper operates under) bought one 
new upright piano for 5600,“ and full pay- 
ment of the money is acknowledged. There 
are but few people who will question such a doc- 
ument and it generally clinches the deal. The 
piano is bought and taken home. In a few 
days itis out of tune and shows unmistakable 
signs of old age and uselessness. An expert 
is called in and the purchaser is saddenei by 
the information she has been swindled grossly, 
as the instrument is fit only for firewood. If 
she goes back to hunt up the sharper the 
chances are he has moved to another locality, 
but even if she does find him it is with just 
about as much satisfaction as the man who buys 
a $3.000 trotter for $100 of John the 
groom,” in one of the numerous private 
barns, gets when he makesa kick. 

In talking of the ewindle with a reporter 
for Tue Txrpunez yesterday one of the 2 
dealers in the city said it had cost his firm 
considerable money to prosecute in the courts 
one of these piano sharpers who persisted in 
falsely branding worthless instruments with 
the firm’s trademark, and it was with great 
difficuity he was stopped. 

** But I regret to say, added this dealer, 
that the cheating is not all done by the pro- 
fessional sharpers or with second-hand pi- 
anos. There are some salesmen who carry on 
a big business in the buying of cheap-made 
instruments which are branded falsely for 
them by the makers, and which are dis 
of by the same private house-or gentlemen- 
in-distress game. Even music teachers 
sometimes lend themselves to the furtherance 
of this swindle by recommending the pianos 
for a money consideration.”’

WANT OICERO ANNEXED TO OHIOAGO, 


Matters 
Quickly Changes in Character. 

J. J. McCarthy of Austin fired the first gun 

in the campaign for the annexation of the 


Town of Cicero to Chicago at a meeting held 


in that village last night. The primary ob- 


ject of the meeting was to formulate a protest 
on the part of the people of Austin against 


the dilatory tactics of the Town Trustees in 


dealing with the elevated railway extension 
question, but when Mr, McCarthy got the 


floor he made the argument that no proper 
relief in the way of rapid transit could be had 
except by annexation, and the proposition was 
well received. Pending this he suggested 
that the people of Austin at once select 
candates for Town Trustee to be voted for 
atthe March election without reference to 
politics, and that these candidates be pledged 
to secure by allhonorable means an immedi- 
ate extension of Lake Street 
“a.” road. This will precipitate a 
lively fight in Cicero, as the people 
of Oak Park and Ridgeland are opposed to 
any compromise that will make possible an 
extension of the road unless it is carried clear 
through to the western line of the town at 
Harlem avenue. It was declared during the 
meeting that the $60,000 bond given by the

In other words, instead 
of being a sort of guarantee that the terms of 
the franchise would be carried out the bond 
is merely to indemnify the town from loss by 
any damages which may arise during the 
process of construction. This being so, the 
people of Austin think that the proposition of 
the company to take up this worthless bond 
and replace it witha gilt-edged, bona-tide 
guarantee to extend the road to Austin avenue 
or forfeit $10,000 is a fair one and should be 
accepted. lutions insisting that the Town 
Trustees make the sought-for arrangements at 
once were passed.
